Fellow citizens, no alternative is left you but victory
or subjugation, Biavery and the utter ruin of yourselves,
your lamilies and your country. The victory is within
yjur reach. You need but stretch forth your hands to
grasp it. For this all that is necessary is that
those who are called to the field by every motive that
can move the human heart, should promptly repair to
the post of duty, should stand by their comrades now
in front of the loe, and thus so strengthen the armies of
